Government May: Prohibit Engaging 
Them for Such ‘Employment 
The question of the advisability ot 
prohibiting the employment of women 
in“inines Has again been taken up by 
the Government of India. © At present 
about one-third of the mine workers in 
India are women, Since 1842>  wo- 
men have been excluded from, mines 
in England; :in 1901-an attempt -was 
made to prohibit. them from Indian 
mines. This effort failed on account 
of violent. opposition on the part of : 
employers... Expression. was given tt 
the fear that if steps were’ taken to 
prevent women. relatives of men- 
workers from going below, the: latter- 
would themselves refuse to work ih 
mines. “ae 
The Department of Industries and 
Labor ofthe Central. Government has 
sent a letter to each of the provincial 
governments, asking for advice with 
regard to possible legislation against 
the.employment of women in mines, 
» “Since 1901,” says this © letter, 
“mining conditions have undergone a 
considerable change. Indian mining . 
is no longer in its infancy; the mines 
are deeper, and the risk of danger is 
accéntuated.. There is a steadily in- 
creasing body of public opinion which 
strongly deprecates the continued em- 
ployment of ‘women in mines.” 
Opposition to this proposed reform 
has already been started by the Brit- 
ish imperialist press in India. ~ It is 
argued that. conditions of ‘employment 
in Indian mines are fundamentally 
different from those in western coun- 
tries, and that. Indian mine labor 
works in family ‘gangs, women assist- 
ing their relatives and helping to swell 
their earnings.
